A treatment course with the 'tfIK-92 "Adeli" therapeutic suit was 
given from January 15, 199 6 to January 15, 1997 to 15 patients with 
the various forms of ICP (of whom five were given a repeated 
course) aged from 4 to 17.

All the patients admitted for a treatment course with the 
"Adeli" suit passed a medical examination by a neuropathologist 
and an orthopedist, as well as were tested for the condition of 
themotor functions according to clinical point scales both before 
and after the treatment course besides, the patients were 
subjected to electrophysiological examinations 

(electroencephalography , electromyography, radioencephalography, 
myogenic tonus) and psychological examination (assessment of 
patients' psychoemotional status and intellectual development. It 
is on the basis of the results of such a primary examination that 
a treatment scheme was drawn up for each patient, taking 
consideration of the ICP form, a leading pathological link, and 
the degree of severity of the affection; the scheme included a 
preparative and a main stages (see Table 2 below)

/According to the results of testing patients' motor functions 
performed preparatory to the treatment course, an average 
coefficient was calculated for each item of the clinical scale in 
percent of norm (assuming as 100% was the state of a given 
function in a sound child of the corresponding age) , as well as 
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the maximum possible improvement (functional reserve) . In post- 
treatment examination there was assessed an actual improvement of 
each item of the clinical scale and a degree of utilization of 
the functional reserve (that is, the percent ratio between an 
actual improvement and a maximum possible one. The results are 
present in Table 3 .
